Under current law, judges can civilly commit repeat sex 
offenders after they complete their sentences if they are 
still deemed to be dangerous and were convicted of 
certain crimes. Senate 1005 expands the list of crimes 
covered under the commitment statute to include child 
pornography, kidnapping, accosting and annoying the 
opposite sex, lewd behavior, indecent exposure and other 
non-sexual crimes. 

Representative Straus commented: "This legisla- 
tion will help ensure the public safety of all citizens and 
keep our streets safe from sexual predators."

town Fire Department vehicle. He wished to have had a 
timely response to his letter concerning the incident and 
some resolution. 

Mr. Botelho explained the circumstances which 
caused the delay due to the recovery time of Fire Chief 
Ronald Scott, and the steps which had been taken to 
prevent any such incident that might occur in the future. 
All members of the Fire Department have been informed 
of proper safety rules and a history file has been started 
for any future complaints. The board reiterated that they 
are committed to the safe driving of all town personnel, 
but support the Town Administrator in handling the 
matter within his own department. 

Selectman Lombard further pointed out that the 
Board of Selectmen should not become involved in 
personnel issues unless appropriate steps are not taken by 
the department head. 

Selectman Andrews then read proposed legisla- 
tion — House Bill 4484 — which would provide upfront 
grants to all 420 schools that are currently on the list for 
state reimbursement for school construction costs. The 
schools would then only have to borrow their share of the 
construction costs. Under Governor Mitt Romey's pro- 
posal, Mattapoisett would receive its first payment in 
2008, whereas without this bill payment would not be 
forthcoming until 2013. Selectman Andrews suggested 
pending conversations with State Senator Marc Pacheco 
and State Representative William Straus, the Board of 
Selectmen should send a letter of support for House Bill

4484. But Selectman Denham moved to table the matter 
until further information can be obtained. The motion to 
table carried. 

Library Director Judy Wallace, Capital Fund 
Chairman Bob Atkinson, and Building Committee Chair- 
man Fran Gordon next met with the board to discuss their 
budget for FY 2005. It is a level-funded budget, but the 
library must comply with Library Board of Commission- 
ers' regulations in order to remain certified. In addition, 
Mr. Atkinson announced that the goal of $1.6 million 
raised from private and business donations has been 
realized. The contract for the state grant needs to be 
signed and the project then must be underway within 
nine months. That is very little time for all that must be 
accomplished. After going over the contract with Town 
Counsel, Mr. Botelho will initiate the signing process. 

The completed projected budget packet was then 
presented by Town Accountant Judy Mooney. All depart- 
ments will be level-funded, at zero percent increases. Any 
increases included are for things which cannot be pre- 
vented and are not for salaries per se. A discussion fol- 
lowed on possible ways to overcome shortfalls in the 
budget now and in the future. The Selectmen and Finance 
Committee (FinCom) have to go before Town Meeting 
with a balanced budget that they have the funds to 
support. Ms. Mooney indicated that a draft of the entire 
budget would be given to the FinCom on March 30. 

Town Administrator Michael Botelho then 
reported that the Annual Town Meeting warrant would 
be discussed at the April 5 Selectmen's meeting. A motion 
was made and carried to submit the warrant by April 16 
so that it can be certified and posted by April 26. 

In addition, Mr Botelho reported that the Massa- 
chusetts Municipal Association (MMA) is proposing that 
over a period of four to five years, the Lottery Commis- 
sion will send lottery profits back to the towns (as per the

was called to order on Tuesday, March 30 at 6:38 pm by 
Chairman Andrew Jeffrey. Also present were Selectman 
David Pierce, Selectman Benjamin Bryant, Town Adminis- 
trator John F. Dolan Jr., and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board spent the bulk of the evening review- 
ing the proposed 37 articles which are slated to appear on 
the April 26, 2004 Annual Town Meeting warrant with 
members of the Finance Committee (FinCom). They also 
reviewing the Special Town Meeting articles within the 
Annual Town Meeting, and the eight ballot questions for 
the Annual Town Election. 

Newly-hired Town Administrator John Dolan 
said he took his cues from past practice in Marion and 
tried to follow similar guidelines in preparing the war- 
rant, which needs to be finalized by the end of the week 
for printing and posting. 

Under Article 1, which sets the salaries for elected 
town officials, the only significant hike is a requested 
three percent increase in the Town Clerk/ Treasurer/ 
Collector's budget. Everything else is level-funded. 

Under Article 2, voters will be asked to approve a 
total $15,213 million General Operating Budget for Fiscal 
Year 2005, which is an estimated 4.4 percent increase over 
FY 2004's $14,571 million budget. 

FinCom Chairman A. Lee Hayes said the "usual 
suspects" which are driving increases in the budget 
include schools, debt service, legal expenses, insurance, 
and the upcoming Presidential election in November 
which increased the "Elections and Town Meetings" line 
item by 44 percent. 

"The first couple of articles on the warrant will 
look familiar," Mr. Dolan said. "It's Articles 3 and 4 that 
address the enterprise fund. The appearance of this article 
is going to change a little bit, but the figures are pretty 
well set." 

Mr. Dolan said these articles will establish select

enterprise funds for portions of the budget which are best 
described as "self-sufficient" entities. These are depart- 
ments or services which generate user fees to sustain 
themselves. 

"The language that's been employed for the 
funding sources directly follows the Department of 
Revenue (DOR) guidelines," Mr. Dolan said. "Beyond 
that, I'm not sure what there is to say about the enterprise 
funds." 

"When we talk about an enterprise fimd, the issue 
of sewer rates is part of it," said FinCom Chairman A. Lee 
Hayes. "Part of this thing is there's going to be questions 
about sewer rates ... (so) we'll need to have a presenta- 
tion." 

Another major budget request will be the fimdtng 
of a new Police Station to be located on property given to 
the town by Tabor Academy. The Police Department 
Building Committee has estimated the project will cost 
upwards of $3.2 million. 

"The architect was led to believe that this is 
something that should fit into the scheme of what Marion 
wanted in the future," Chairman Jeffrey said. "The fact is 
that, yes, it's going to cost some additional money. 1 think 
we should absolutely try to cut costs where appropriate." 

"1 chose the $3.2 million figure as the upper 
figure," Mr. Dolan said, given Marion's past propensity 
for only amending reduced figures on Town Meeting 
floor. "This is simply a budget estimate ... imtil the project

goes out to bid, we won't know the sufficient integrity of 
that number. Hopefully (the bids) will come in well below 
that figure." 

"I'm in favor of going ahead with the $3.2 mil- 
lion," Chairman Jeffrey said. "I think it's a worthy project

sure of what we're bidding on through the rest of the 
process." 

The FinCom also unanimously voted to support 
Article 9, which would fund the $3.2 million for the Police 
Station. 

Mr. Hayes noted that a joint Candidates and 
Warrant Night has been scheduled for Wednesday, April 
21, which will be taped for broadcast on local cable 
television. 

The Board of Selectmen will also prepare a "Hot 
Topics" discussion of other pressing town issues which 
will include presentations on water, the landfill, the police 
station, sewer, and the cable contract renewal.

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, March 29 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Naida Parker Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Gary Laboa, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of February 
2, 2004 Executive Session and the March 22, 2004 Regular 
Session meetings, after which they opened a Pole Hearing 
upon the request of NStar Electric to relocate two poles off 
Neck Road. As the hearing was advertised and there were 
no objections from abutters, the board unanimously voted 
to approve the relocation as requested. 

The board then met briefly with Acting Chief 
Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge to discuss the recent resigna- 
tion of former Chief Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien. Ms. 
Eldridge wanted to first submit a letter formally express- 
ing her interest in taking on the position full-time from 
Ms. O'Brien since she has been serving as Acting Chief 
Dispatcher since Ms. O'Brien's medical leave. 

"We've also posted that as an open position for 
the next two weeks," Mr. Huntoon noted. 

Since Ms. O'Brien won't be returning, Ms. 
Eldridge also requested that the board change the 40- 
hour-a-week position to a 24-hour position as a means of 
saving on wages and allowing her to rotate existing 
employees. 

"We have three full-time positions," Ms. Eldridge 
said. "And I have a part-time dispatcher who has faith- 
fully occupied ... (a night shift)." 

She also said she will be looking to advertise for a 
couple of part-time positions to help cover shifts, but she 
needed some guidance with the pending unionization of 
the Communications Department. "It's crucial for me to 
get these positions filled," she said. "I'm just looking for 
some guidelines regarding personnel by-laws versus (the 
union)."

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received notice that an emergency meeting of the Council 
of SEMASS Commimities (COSC) will take place on 
Wednesday, April 7 at 11:00 am at the Framingham 
Sheraton Tara Hotel to discuss proposed new fees at 
SEMASS.

"The problem with a lease situation is you don't 
have anything, I agree, but it makes your money situation 
more manageable," Selectman Laboa said. "For a Morton 
building, you've got to be talking at least $500,000."

When is a citizen's word valued? A citizen is asked to 
be involved, to inform the proper authorities about suspicious 
happenings. Yet, when one citizen did, his word was discarded 
because the complaint, registered on January 22 concerning an 
incident that occurred on January 21, was not addressed imtil 
February 23 by (Mattapoisett) Fire Chief Ronald Scott. During 
that span, the alleged perpetrator had a lapse of memory. 
Perhaps? 

It seems that the citizen witnessed a fire rescue vehicle 
going through a red light at the intersection of Route 6 and Main 
Street (in Mattapoisett) at about 2:18 pm. He reported it to the 
Town Administrator's office within minutes and was asked to 
make a written report. He did on January 22. The vehicle did not 
have emergency lights on and the driver was talking on a cell 
phone as the vehicle passed the witness who had exited from 
Railroad Avenue, waiting until the light turned red before doing 
so. 

Why the time lapse between the report and the call 
from the Fire Chief? When the chief called, he indicated that he 
did not know the full details of the matter. He then called the 
citizen back in an hour to say that he would not divulge the 
name of the driver, as he was "his best man." Nor would he 
divulge the driver's destination. 

Finally, Town Administrator Michael Botelho told the 
citizen that the driver was headed for some brush burning 
inspections on that day. Is that pressing enough to go through a 
red light at a busy intersection? The citizen wanted a reprimand 
put on the driver's record. Mr. Botelho denied the request, 
saying he was reluctant to do anything further. He added that 
no accident had occurred. Does this make the incident any less 
dangerous? It's similar to the defense of a man who fires a gun 
at someone and it misfires. 

What does this tell citizens? Shut your eyes and mouth 
because the persons being paid by the town to ensure your 
safety don't appear to be doing so. Don't get involved if the 
person you accuse works in a certain town department.

to rabies. The test for rabies did come back negative, 
however testing has indicated that these fox may be ill 
with a crossover form of canine distemper. 

Canine distemper is a world wide viral disease 
that affects raccoons, gray fox, coyotes, skunks other 
wildlife mammals and domestic dogs. Although this 
disease cannot be transmitted to humans, wild animals 
are known to have transmitted it to domestic animals and 
domestic animals to wild animals. 

Symptoms of canine distemper resemble those of 
rabies such as loss of fear of humans, sluggish, twitching 
or spasms of the limbs. 

The Health Department and the Animal Control 
Department advise the residents to: 

• Vaccinate your domestic animals for distemper 
(and rabies); and 

• Notify the Animal Control Department at 508- 
763-5112 or Police Department (508-763-5112) if you see 
any animals exhibiting the above behavior.

The Ladykillers. Starring Tom Hanks and Irma P. 
Hall. Directed by Joel and Ethan Coen. Running 
time: 104 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

"Professor Goldthwait Higginson Dorr" is a wonderful name 
for a conniving smoothie, and Tom Hanks plays the role like a man 
who relishes nothing so much as unfurling that majestic name. In 
The Ladykillers, Hanks is looser and funnier than he has been in 
quite some time; he affects a triumphantly baroque Mississippi 
accent and speaks with the utmost hilarious precision, as if his 
every sentence were a dewy lover leaving the folds of hisbedsheets. 
It's a fully imagined comic performance to match that of Alec 
Guinness, who played the analogous role in the original 1955 
comedy from the Ealing Studios. I can't remember the last movie 
character so charmingly in love with the sound of his own voice. 

This Ladykillers comes courtesy of Joel and Ethan Coen, whom 
some may consider above something so base as a remake. But the 
original story (like Assaidt on Precinct 13, due to be remade soon, 
and itself a loose remake of Rio Bravo) allows for any number of 
retellings; the true star of both movies is the premise. In both, a 
band of criminals hole up in the home of an elderly lady, under the 
pretense of practicing chamber music. They plan to pull off a big 
heist, but the old lady gets in their way. Except for the mastermind 
(Guinness in '55, Hanks in '04) and a big, brainless bruiser (Danny 
Green then, Ryan Hurst now), the criminals in the remake don't 
correspond much to those in the original; there's no callous Herbert 
Lom figure in the Coen film, or an equivalent to Peter Sellers' 
Cockney layabout. The new group includes a hip-hop janitor 
(Marlon Wayans), a demolition man (J.K. Simmons), and a stoic 
combatant (Tzi Ma). 

The old lady in the original was a twittering dear thing with 
a habit of reporting imagined oddities to the police. In the remake, 
Marva Munson (Irma P. Hall) is a formidable black woman as 
comfortable handing out slaps upside the head as serving cookies. 
The Coens' script is a little foreshortened; those familiar with 
William Rose's 1955 scenario will miss the circular logic that allows 
the police to disregard the old lady's story (in the remake, she 
reports a neighbor's loud "hippity-hop" music). Still, Irma P. Hall 
makes a strong foil for the inept thieves, especially Marlon Wayans, 




who at the moment of truth — as in the prior film, he's drawn the 
short straw and has to eliminate Marva — is undone by sentimen- 
tal thoughts of his mama. 

A character who picks the worst possible time to have bowel 
problems may seem a bit too scatological for the Coens' refined 
tastes. But then these are the same pranksters who had thugs pee 
on Jeff Bridges' rug in The Big Leboivski ("That rug really pulled the 
room together, man"). A scene involving self-defense at a donut 
shop (with the instant-classic line "Get your fingers out my man's 
nose!") had me laughing well after it was over. Ryan Hurst, as the 
aptly named Lump, gives us one of those hyperbolically stupid 
Coen characters, introduced in a highly entertaining idiot's-point- 
of-view scene on a football field. Even a cat doesn't escape the 
morbid Coen touch, providing this darkening comedy with its 
final brilliant sick joke. (A barge passing under a bridge, as in the 
original, serves nicely as a means to dispose of inconvenient 
objects.) 

Tom Hanks presides over it all, looking and acting supremely 
happy to be there, like previous stars who've blossomed under the 
Coens' jurisdiction (Nicolas Cage, Jeff Bridges, George Clooney). 
The Ladykillers is worth seeing just for the moments when the quick- 
thinking Professor Dorr, never less than exquisitely solicitous, 
moves heaven and earth to explain to his suspicious landlady why 
money is floating around the root cellar, or lends his golden pipes 
to a recitation of Poe, or attempting to calm a gun-waving Marlon 
Wayans by pointing out that such behavior reflects badly on his 
colleagues and may present itself as unseemly to their fellow 
patrons of the Waffle Hut. I can well imagine the Coens guffawing 
as they wrote the dialogue for Professor Goldthwait Higginson 
Dorr, and Hanks cackling as he first read it, and myself laughing 
when I hear it on the sure-to-be-overplayed DVD.

It is with much reluctance that I have to begrudgingly 
admit I've been seriously duped.
